Regulations Regarding Small 
Shipments of Food Grains 


and Butter Changed 


OTTAWA, May 8.—In future indi- 
vidual permits from the Canada food 
board will be required for all ship- 
ments of flour for export, irrespective 
of quantity, Formerly shipments of 


less than 120 bushels of food grains, | 


or 35 barrels of flour or 125 pounds 
of butter, could be exported on en- 
dorsement by the collector of customs 
on the shipper’s export entry. In 
addition to the requirement of indi- 
vidual licenses for flour, regulations 
with regard to small shipments of food 
grains and butter have been cancelled, 
but provision is made for shipments 
containing a number of different arti- 
cles, each of small value, or shipments 
which do not contain an amount ex- 
ceeding $50 in value (but not includ- 
ing sugar, flour, farm or garden seeds, 
bran, shorts or middlings, grain) for 
export by endorsement by the collector 
of customs at the point of exit on the 
shipper’s export entry, when destined 
to any British country or to the Unit- 
ed States. 

All shipments of greater value must 
be accompanied by an _ individual 
jicense by the Canada food board.

Wages Should Be Fixed by Gov-

VICTORIA, B.C., May 3.—Universal 
conscription of all men between the 
ages of 18 and 60 for essential war- 
time service at wages fixed by the gov- 
ernment is the recommendation of 
John H. Tonkin in his shipyard com- 
mission minority report, which was 
made public today. He contends thai 
such action weuld be the only sure 
way of etabi'izing labor. conditions, 
rédircing cost of production and like- 
wise the cost of living.

services from others for the benefit of

Montreal householders, by boy- 
cotting the iceman last year, fore- 
ed a one-third cut in the price for 
the coming summer, and New 
York women produced similar re- 
sults last year by period of egg- 
less house-keeping. The boycott, 
as a price regulator, is very ef- 
fective, and is capable of applica- 
tion to an innumerable number of 
the ordinary ‘‘necessities’’ of life, 
as well as to all the luxuries, Just 
because it is so effective, and is 
applicable in so many. directions, | 
its power for doing injustice if | 
mis-used is enormous. By agree- 
ing to do without some article 
whose price has risen to a seem- 
ingly unjust figure the people of 
a community can bring heavy loss 
upon local dealers who may have 
nothing to do with the price- 
boosting. The continuous advance 
in the price of nearly every article 
of family use is a standing in- 
ducement to the public to com- 
Dine and boycott, in hope of forc- 
ing reductions, and once such 
campaign got under way there is 
no telling where it would end nor 
what damage would be done. Ef- 
fective government regulation of 
profits all along the line would 
assure the public that they were 
getting a square deal, remove the 
temptation to boycott, and free 
merchants and dealers from the 
danger of being unjustly penal- 
ized. 


Alberta’s Opportunity. 

The country west of Winnipeg | 
must depend for next winter’s | 
coal supply on the Alberta mines, 
as no Pennsylvania coal is to be| 
shipped into this area during the | 
year. The arrangement is arbitrary 
and temporary, and brought about | 
by war conditions, But the oppor- | 
tunity it presents for the expan- 
sion of the coal mining industry of | 
the Province is not bounded by the 
edict of the Government or the 
duration of war conditions. If used 
to establish in the minds of the 
people of the prairie country the 
idea that Alberta is their natural 
and dependable source of fuel sup- 
ply, the trade built up by this tem- 
porary monopoly of the field 
should be permanent. If not so 
used it can only be expected that 
when the present favoring condi- 
tions are ended Pennsylvania coal 
will again come into competition 
with the Alberta product in Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan and that 
the temporary expansion of the 
export trade from this province 
will suffer a corresponding shrink- 
age. Just what peculiar manipula- 
tion of transportation arrange- 
ments or charges has made it pos- 
sible for Pennsylvania coal to 
compete with Alberta coal as far 
west as Regina in the past has not 
been disclosed, but whatever that 
unknown factor was it will again 
come into play to our disadvan- 
tage when norma! conditions re- 
turn, unless pressure can be 
brought to bear at Ottawa to pre- 
vent. And if effective pressure is 
to be brought to bear to that end 
the coal-mining interests of Alber- 
ta will have to be backed up in 
their demands by the coaf-buyers 
of Saskatchewan and Mafiitoba. It 
is necessary therefore to the mak- 
ing permanent of the present posi- 
tion that a preference for Alberta 
coal, as against its Pennsylvania 
rival, be created in the minds of 
the people of the prairie country. 
One powerful consideration will 
help to that end. It is clearly to the 
advantage of the prairie people 
that money paid for coal be kept 
in cireulation in the prairie pro- 
Vinees, rather than that a large 
part of it should be exported to 
pay for coal from the Eastern 


States, Other considerations being

One effect is obvious. The fact that 
they have this power will subject 
the ministers to demands from 
their manufacturing friends and 
political supporters that the pow- 
er be exercised in their behalf, 
Will the Ministers be able to resist 
the demand of these powerful 
allies that foreign manufactured 
goods be shut out and that they 
be given a free hand to plunder 
the public?

SYNOD IN CITY 


Action of Edmonton Club at 
Banquet to Governor Gen- 
eral Condemned

The next annual meeting of the 
Presbyterian synod will be held in the 
Robertson church, Edmonton.

to the boys to do their ehare in the 
“Barn-and-Give" campaign. 

He was sorry that it had been seen 
fit to limit the number of boys who 
would be called to pledge themselves 
to 6,000. With 500,000 boys in Can- 
ada, he believed that the required 
number could have been secured in 
the Western previnces alone, 

He then proceeded to explain how 
{t was proposed to spend the money 
after it had been raised, Of the $60,- 
000, $60,000 was to go for Y.M.C.A. 
work overseas, $5,000 for boys’ work 
in India and China, and $5,000 for 
boys’ work in Canada, including the 
promotion of the Canadian Efficiency 
tesis. 

The question haa been asked, how 
could the money be earned—for it 
must be earned by the boy himself, 
not given to him or otherwise acquir- 
ed. Well, it could be earned in many 
ways. The greatest of all is by farm 
work. They would be helping in two 
ways with this—one in the great work 
of production, and the other in as- 
sisting the Y.M.C,A. Then there was 
running errands, cleaning stables, bot- 


dening, raising rabbits, selling peanuts 
and lemonade, washing dishes, raking 
leaves, dumping ashes, mowing lawns, 
washing windows, beating carpets, 
packing parcels, shoveling snow, tand- 
ing furnaces (the two latter were 
in the winter), washing motor cars, 
working in factories, de‘ivering bun- 
dies and groceries, and many other 
things. 

“Do gpe of these, and don't pick 
the easiest,’ said Mr, Storey, “and you 
will have the money in no time This 
is no time fer any live boy to be idle, 
Being a slacker is just as bad for a 
boy under military age as for a man 
who refuses to co his share—a miser- 
able yellow s'acker!’

It is a far cry from the first bicycle 
made of two wheels with a bar be- 
tween and a seat on it upon which the 
rider sat and propelled the bike by 
shoving it with his feet, taking great 
long swinging steps as the machine 
went ahead, to the present “safety” 
with its pneumatic tires, coaster 
brakes and cushion seats. As may be 
supposed, the first wheel was a low 
machine, so low that the rider could 
touch the ground with his feet as he 
sent it along by’ pedal propulsion, 
Later caine the high wheel, with a 
big six-foot front wheel and a small 
wheel behind, This machine was rid- 
den by those who were willing ‘to take 
a chance on their lives for the sake of 
the sport, for it was purely a sporting 
proposition and was never brought 
into use in everyday working life. 

A man need not be very old to re- 
member the first “safety” bicycle, the 
pattern fro which all present-day 
machines have been developed, Of 
course, It was not nearly so perfect as 
the bike of the 1918 model, At first 
it was a luxury and was possessed 
only by people of considerable means. 
The practical use of the ‘safety’ was 
soon discovered and it epeedily grew 
in favor. Asa sporting proposition it 
s00n far outstripped the old high 
wheel, and bicycle-racing became all 
the rage, the champion bicycle racers 
being more noted throughout the 
world than even the champion pugil- 
ists or Jockeys, But the great devel- 
opment of the bicycle industry was 
due to the adaptation of the machine 
to business life.

sands and tens of thousands of ma- 
chines were manufactured and sold 
in Canada alone each year. Last year 
during bicycle week, it is estimated 
that at Jeast 100,000 bicycles were 
sold, while thousands more were eold 
during the remaining weeks of the 
year. 

The use of the bicycle bids fair to 
remain popular, for as a handy, eco- 
nomical and pleasant means of going 
from place to piace it has not yet and 
probably never will be surpassed. 

For those who cannot afford a car, 
and even for those who can, the 
bicycle is a necessity, It is cheap: it 
is handy; the cost of up-keep is next 
to nothing, while the cost of opera- 
tion is negligible.

hog Turnips As Spring Food, 

Perhaps the most interesting sight 
was the feeding of turnips by the cart 
load. The turnips had wintered nice- 
ly in the big root house, which was 
so large that the cart was driven from 
end to end throvgh the noot house, as 
through a barn. The /hogs enjoyed 
the taste of succulent food. A litter 
followed a sow and the little tots als» 
tasted at the green sprouts, The tur- 
nips tempted Mr, Foley. who was 
raised on a farm. Boy like, he took 
out his knife and peeled a tasty slice 
of raw turnip, while Mr. Elliott com- 
pleted negotiations leading to the pur- 
chase of 50 registered pigs for the 
clubs, on behalf of the boys and girls 
and their financial backers, the bank- 
ers. On the children's own notes as 
sole security the banks are advancing 
enough money to buy two registered 
pigs for each child, 

On this farm there will be 600 acres 
of grain crop and 75 acres of timothy, 
with 20 acres of summer pasture for 
hogs and 70 acres for cattle, 

Manuting 70 Acres. « 

The live stock includes 500 pigs, 45 
cattle and 44 horses. The power is 
supplied by 6 four-horse teams. They 
broke 100 acres last year, and are 
planning to break 175 acres this year. 
‘They are paying’ as high as $10 per 
acre for breaking, when land is partly 
{in brush or rooty. There are three 
manure spreaders on the farm and 
one passed along the street while the 
visitors were there. The sewers from 
the barns runs to a tank, which is 
drained into a tank wagon, by means 
of which the liquid manure !s used on 
the fields. Seventy acres were man- 
ured on this farm this last year. 

Manager Owen has devised a busi- 
ness system of accounting for this 
large farm and can tell the cost of 
any detail of production in any de- 
partment at a moment's notice, Brief- 
ly, it is a combination of the loose leaf 
and synoptic sjstems with calcula- 
tions based on the ten hours as a day's 
labor. Even when carried on in such 
2 magnificent ecale as is done on the 
Bonnie Braes s:ock farm with a large 
capital charge for modern equipment, 
the farm is said to be a paying in- 
vestment. 

A. J, Ottewell was located on the 
farm with the fine brick house. His 
four-horse team was hitched to the 
drill and was just about to leave the 
barn yard, He is just finishing seed- 
ing 50 acres of wheat. It is all sown 
on new land. In the yard stood a 
thresher and a steam engine. Near 
‘: was the big powerful plow which 
weighs 1950 pounds and turns only 
one furrow but which is two feet wide.

Use Tractor on H.B, Reserve.

At the farm of W. M. Pearse two 
friends met. They were W. J. Elliott 
the organizer of pig clubs for bcys and 
girls and Johnnie Pearse, the young 
lad who, as the youngest member of 
the Alberta Provincial Swine Breeders’ 
association, enjoyed the distinction 
last. spring of selling a six months’ old 
pig by auction for $80. Like two 
cronies, the man and the boy chum- 
med it around the barnyard hunting 
up the sows and their litters of 
chunky black Berkshires. After 
Johnnie and Mr. Elliott had closed a 
deal for what little six weeks sows he 
had to spare at $17.50 each, then the 
father was asked about the sale of his 
part of the swire stock of the farm. 
Details cf shipment of $175 worth of 
weanlings were arranged and a fur- 
ther search made through the eettle- 
ment to the north for registered pigs 
for the pig clubs. 

By the way, on the Pearse farm 
they have 23 acres of wheat seceded. 
Another son ws busy working in the 
field with a tractor. ‘They expect to 
crop 200 acres and ‘W!}I break 60 acres 
more this year. They haye on the 
farm 40 pigs al registered and of 
which 29 belong to the young lad John, 
who started in the pig business in 
1916 just as the 360 young folks mem- 
bers of the 18 pig clubs are now plan- 
ning to start. 

Another evidence of improvement| 
on the Pearse farm was the rolls of| 
51 inch hog wire which will be 
stretched for a mile along the boun- 
daries of the hcg lot. 

A brief call was made at the fine 
farm of James Sutherland, but the 
Party was told that he wanted to buy 
pigs and had none to gell. The party 
then hastened on. 

Plows 25 Acres Per Day, 

On the ‘Diamond B” stock farm of 
Mr, Bartlett in the valley of the Stur- 
geon river, a Big Four gas tractor was! 
plodding along steadily from end to 
end of the long field pulling aight 
14-inch plows and overturning 112- 
inches of black soil as it plowed from 
20 to 25 acres per y. This tractor 
has been used for five years and in|

On this farm, 85 acres is sown to 
wheat and the total crop will be about 
400 acres, Last year they had 4,000 
bushels of grain off 40 acres. The 
live stock includes 45 head of horses, 
125 head of cattle and 60 pigs, besides 
the large.flock of poultry. 

Somewhere along the way a nail 
had been picked up by one of the auto 
tires and a halt had to be made for 
repairs, While the members of the 
party were repairing the tire, they 
were assisted by a kind neighbor, who 
happened along with his auto. Ona 
nearby field, a large gas tractor was 
pacing back and forth plowing up the 
Clarke farm, 

The puncture was repaired. The 
homeward journey proceeded. On 
each side of the road the farmers were 
busy in the fields. Joe Flelders was 
plowing and planning on the prizes he 
is going to win with his live stock at 
the next exhibition. Some of the farm- 
ers nearer town had shoved their 
clocks ahead and were quitting for 
supper. Nearer the city the working 
people were returning home to work 
overtime in their gardens with the 
pleasureable flavor of working for 
themselves. 

As Mr. Elliott glanced towards the 
two packing plants on the south-eaast- 
ern horizon he thought of the carloads 
of fat hogs that the members of his 
pig clubs would in a few years be ship- 
ping to market. 

Only 100 of the 700 pigs needed 
were purchased as a result of the 
visit of Mr. Ellictt to the swine breed- 
ers of the Clover Bar and Sturgeon 
district. About 300 have been secured 
in other settlements and it is hoped to 
yet get the full quota required.

From that section has come all the) 
grand champion steers at the great 
Chicago International shows; 13 out of 
the 16 grand champion fat car lots 
during the history of the show have 
been Aberdeen-Angus, while 15 out of 
16 grand champion carcasses have 
been of the same breed. In single

KEITH BROS. 
RAISE HORSES 


AT PEACE RIVER 


Horses Now. Acclimatized to Timo- 
thy— Have Herd of 200 
Cattle 


Their experiences in raising draft 
horses are related in a recent issue of 
the Grain Growers’ Guide by Keith 
Bros., pioneer settlers of Little Prairie 
on the south side near Peace River. 
Mr. Keith's letter to the Guide fol- 
lows: 
“We came to the Peace River coun- 
try from Eastern Montana in 1910 
with 30 head of horses and today we 
have still about the same number. We 
sell them as they grow old enough. 
We grow draft horses from well-bred 
grade mares, weighing from 1,250 to 
1,700 lbs. These horses are sired by 
pure-bred Percheron stallions, 

“In the last eight years we have 
lcst severa] with swamp fever, but 
since we have plenty of good timothy 
hay and oats our loss has ceased. We 
blamed the loss to horses grazing on 
the sloughs in early spring. But now 
the horses are acclimatized and go 
after the timothy meadow and upland 
pastures the loss is practically ,noth- 
ing. We let the horses run out all the 
winter with the cattle, 

“We have a herd of cattle consisting 
of 200 head, mostly Shorthorns, sired 
by two pure-bred Shorthorn bulls, We 


| feed the cattle, and the horses come 


and eat with them In the willows and 
poplar bluffs. which make the best 
of shelter. The horses paw out most 
of the time, the mares and work 
horses together. 

“We figure it costs about 27 cents a 
day to winter a horse, as they get all 
they can eat and are always fat and 
ready for work. We work most of 
them summer farming and cutting 
timothy hay, and also wild upland hay. 
which makes the best of feed. Horses 
or cattle do not do well grazing out 
alone without some feed from Decem- 
ber to April. We bought an iron horse 
this fall, a 12-25 gas tractor, It cost 
us nothing to winter it, but we do 
know what it will cost to feed it this 
summer as we are going to use it to 
plow with. It burns kerosene. It will 
not increase in value, however, while 
the horses will. We feed straw and 
hay to horses and cattle and have had 
very good luck.—Keith Bros., Peace 
River.”

Pig clubs are co-operative associa- 
tions of boys and girls who engage in 
pig raising. These clubs are very 
popular just now for several reasons. 
Pork is in great demand for the allied 
armies; the provincial department of 
agriculture is trying to begin the 
education of young farmers early, and 
the bankers and other business men of 
the towns are anxious to help to in- 


crease interest and business !n_ live 
stock. This is especially true of the 
bankers. The banker likes to do 


business with farmers who keep live 
stock, because such farmers are always 
the best and most successful custom- 
ers for the banks, 

The bankers are generally ready to 
loan money to boys and girls to buy 
pigs if the work ts properly planned 
and carried out. The first need in 
carrying out business enterprises is 
MONEY. The parents can co-operate 
by encouraging the boys and girls and 
by providing a little piece of land for 
pasture and pens. The boys and girls 
have to do the work, The department 
of agriculture directs the work. So

Buying a second-hand car is Itke 
the proverbial case of buying a pig in 
a poke, as the most important parts 
are not readily visible. The engine can 
be doctored, the gears silenced, and 4 
camoufiage of fresh patnt will cover a 


multitude of sins, so that the unskilled) 


purchaser is readily deceived. On the 
other hand, good used cars are hard 
to get, and almost command a good 
price. 

There are several sources of second- 
hand cars available. One may buy a 
car “as is’ from the original owner; 
one that has been taken In trade by a 
dealer in new cars, or one that has 
been overhauled and ‘s for salo by a 
dealer who makes a specialty of re- 
built cars. Buying from an owner is 
risky unless one knows the history of 
the car, knows what vicissitudes it has 
been through and what amount of 
care the owner has given it. A car 
that has been run a yemr by a careful 
owner, has been carefully looked after, 
kept turned up and minor 
made when needed—such a car is but 
Uttle inferior to a new one, Tho 
engine bearings will have worn to a 
good fit, and it will have fully as much 
power as when new. The real value of 
such a car {ts usually above its second- 
hand price. After a littie overhauling 
and a judicious application of fresh 
paint it will be found to be very satis- 
factory. But a car of which one 
knows nothing will need a thorough 
overhauling, and may prove to be an 
expensive investment. 

Part Payment 

Dealers in new automobiles take 
used cars in part payment, and thesa 
may be earlier models af the same 
make or of other makes. They over- 
haul them to some extent, but usually 
sell without guarantee, though some- 
times they are sold fully guaranteed. 
It stands to reason that they will be 
more careful with cars of the same 
make as the ones they are selling, as 
any dissatisfaction will hurt the sale 
of their new cars. i 

The dealers who make a business of 
handling used cars generally overhaul 
them themselves or have it done else- 


where. Here a very important factor 
fs the standing of the dealer. Some 
are consclentious in the: matter, as 
they have a reputation at = stake, 
whereas the others—well, they never 
expect to see you again, anyway. 

No matter from whom the car is 
purchased, it should be looked over 
very carefully. A demonstration is 
always given as a matter of course 


This consists of a short run around 
the neighborhood, starting, stopping, 
speeding up, and a quick run up one 
or two moderate hills, If the car 
shows sufficient power, flexibility, ete.,

the average purchaser is satisfied and 
buys the oar, But the experienced 
purchaser investigates further, 

Compression should be tried by get- 
ting out the starting handle and 
cranking the engine slowly by hand 
Each cylinder should give good re- 
sistance In order to develop full power. 
If one or more are weak they must be 
remedied, Where piston rings and 
oylinders are badly worn it ts possible 
to use an extra heavy oll in order to 
restore compression, 

Run the engine at different speeds 
and listen for any knocks, The pres- 
ence of a knock would Indicate loose 
parts, carbon, or piston slap, If the 
engino hus been overhauled all carbon 
will have been removed and all bear- 
ings tightened, so that a knock would 
Indicate piston slap, which is due to 
| wear of pistons/;and cylinders, This 
can only be removed by re-grinding 
Cylinders and replacing pistons and 
|rings by large ones—an expensive 
| process

number of fox skins offered for sale gkins changed hands. The silver fox

@ foothold in the world market for 
raw fura, Japanese sealekine alone 
bringing at one sale $32,000 for 661 
pelta. | 

On the first siay of the sale 215,276 
pelts wore sold at auction composing 
the largest collection ever offered at 
a@ single sale. Altogether more than 
8,000,000 pelts valued at $6,000,000) 
were included in tha sale. Buyers | 
from all parts of the world attended, | 
coming from the remotest points ex- 
cept, however, from countries with 
which the Allies are at war. The 
pelts offered had been collected from, 
trappers and hunters in all parts of 
the A¥iies countries and included a 
large number of Alaska sealsking be-| 
longing to the U.S. government, whic ny 
generally used to be sent to the Lon- 
don market. 

The sale is the second at which the

hare, lamb skine, guanacos, fitch, 
marmot and squirrel. Alaska seal- 
skins have advanced $5 per cent since 
the January auction. Japanése seéal- 
skins are 10 per cent higher since that 
time, and blue fox pelts are 86 per! 
cent higher. Sealskins from the} 
northwest coast remain unchanged. 

At 7 o'clock cn the first day, 10,455 
lots had been sold. ‘The first sale was 
6,100 Alaska fur sealskins for the 
United States government, which 
brought $325,000 in several Jots. The 
government sent Ward T. Bower, con\- 
missioner for Alaska, to oversee tho 
selling of this lot. Bower sald that 
only surplus bulls of the large herd, 
465,000 animals, have been killed. It 
took only 45 minutes for buyers to 
purchase the 83 lots. Japanese seal- 
skins bringing the $32,000 for 661 
pelts méntioned above, 

Another interesting feature of the 
first day's sale was a box of sundries 
to be sold by auction. It contained} 
many Eskimo curios, including crude 
ivory carvings, wa'rus teeth, fetishes, 
charms, beaded bags, ‘fur pajamas,’ | 
Worn by natives, buffalo and elider- 
duck robes,
